(1) EXPERIMENTAL FREE SCHOOLS, 

Without pledging myself to the abolition 
of School Fees, of the expediency of which 
measure | am not satisfied, | desire to see the 
system carefully tested in a limited number 
of existing Schouls in very poor districts. 

(2) HIGHER ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS, 

There are many children whose abilities 
and industry would justify, in the public 
interest, a somewhat meer course of train- 
ing than is usual. ‘The numbers of such 
children in each school being very limited, it 
is desirable that they should be collected into 
schools specially arranged and staffed for the 
purpose, where more thorough classification 
would be possible. I am in favour of the 


establishment in each Division of one or more 


schools, on the lines of the Advanced Kle- 
méntary Schools which hive been recom- 
by successive Governments, and 
have now for some time been worked with 
such marked success at Bradford and other 
large towns, and with a feo equal to the 
average fee in the present schouls, . Some of 
the existing school buildings might be used 
for this purpose, and the experience of other 
Boards shows that; owing to the higher 
grants earned, these schools are less costly 
than those of a lower grade. 

Various charges have been brought against 
the Board at. previous Elections, such as 
“indifference to Religious Education,” hoxs- 
tility to Voluntary. Schools,” and “ reck’ ess 
extravagance, but after examination by you, 
these have successively been found wanting, 
A new one is now produced, which, believe 
me, is not less hollow than the others—that 
of “ officialism.’. This means that the will 


| of the minority ought to prevail over that of 


the majority. ‘This or the Ring,” 
as it is sometimes called, is composed«f per- 
sons of divergent views on many points, but 
united by this bond alone—x determination 
to carry out the Kducatioval Acts in their 
integrity, and a desire that the business of 


the Board shall be conducted in a befitting 


manner. not doult-that the new Roara 
about to be elected by you will favour similar 
views, 

If 1 do not here enter upon the questions 
of the Expenditure of the Board; the sab 
jects taught in our schools; Religions 
tion ; the maintenauee of Voluntary Schools ; 
Compulsory Attendance ; Industrial Schools ; 
the powers of the School Managers ; and other 
matters, it is not Lecause [ under-rate their 
importance, but because my opinions are well 
known to you, aud because I hope shortly to 
have opportunities of addressing you on these 
and kindred questions.

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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
Dr. Pusey’s @hair has been refilled by the appointment of the Rev. & R. 
Driver, who bas earned a well-merited repntation among Hebrew scholars by 
his ado irable treatise on the Hebrew Tenses, which has bad the rare fortune 
for a book of euch special echolarship of reaching two editions in six years. 
Mr. Driver bas shown interest in Hebrew stadies ever since he took his degree. 
Even as early as 1866 he obtained the Pusey and Ellerton Scholarship of He- 
brew, and four years later he gained the other Oxford scholarship for Hebrew 
connected with the name of Kennicott. It is of interest to Jews to know that 
his interest in the eacred language does not cease with Biblical Hebrew. He 
has helped Dr. Neubaver*to translate a catena of rabbinic commentaries on 
Ieaiah Jiii., avd bas edited a commentary on Proverbs attributed to Abraham 
Ibn Ezra. We may recall a work passed over in the brief though interesting 
notice in the Times, an earlier book in which Mr. Driver edited 
and translated the notes of Moses ben Sbesheth on Ezekiel and Jeremiah, 
and the efficient help he afforded Professor Delitzsch in the Hebrew 
translation of the New Testament. It is therefore to bo anticipated that 
Rabbinic Hebrew will receive just honour at the hands of Professor Driver, 
and the treasures of Oxford explored and given to the world under his aid and 
patronage. Jews most natorally look with interest at the progress of the 
Sacred Language at the English Universities, and we therefore rejoice to think 
that ite interests are confided to such able bands as thoee of Prof. Driver. 


Our Jassy correspondent still takes a pessimist view of the position and 
prospects of the Jews in Ropmania. Any stick is good enough to beat a Jew 


with in Roumania, If the German Government complain, with reason, of the 


inefficiency of the bankruptcy laws in Roumania, the Jews have to bear 
the brent of the recriminations of the Roumanian press. A new Exchange is 
opened and every possible subterfuge is ured to exclude the Jews, despite the 
law which declares certain categories of Jews entitled to all rights of citizen- 
ship, manicipal and political. When there is almost an epidemic of “ Blood 
Accusations”: in neighbouring States, it was at least to be expected that 
Roumania would not be without one.. The charge of wourding and extracting 
blood from a female employéc trumped up against the Ratinezky is ill-timed 
and not artistically arranged, but it will no doubt serve the purpose of ite 
authora. No wonder that the Jews are secking in large numbers to better 
their position by emigration from the country. There is some satisfaction to 
be derived, amid so inch that is untoward, from the circumstance that the autho- 
rities take precautions to prevent open outreges upon the Jews, They evideatly 
fear the public opinion of Europe. This check at least they have learnt to

As the triennial election of members of the London School Board approaches 
there is being exhibited a healthy spirit of interest in the choice of representa- 
tives There is no * burning question” before the electors which has special 
intercat to Jews. We sre nevertheless so deeply interested in education and 
concerned as ratepayers that we cannot altogether be indifferent to the approach- 
ing contest. With the policy of the Board (apart from an excessive inclination 
to extravagance) we have reason to be quite satisfied. We welcome the pro- 
posed extension of the operations of the Board in the direction of “ higher grade” 
schools. The Jewish pupils are undoubtedly likely to tako full advantage of 
these schools when established. We should be pleased if it could be found prac- 
ticable to give local managers a more dignified position than now assigned to 
them, In another column we publish a letter froma lady correspondent com- 
plaining that Jewish female teachcrs exhibit a want of refinement as compared 
with other teachers. We believe the criticism to be utterly ill founded, 
but the letter will serve to indicate that the employment of Jewish 
teachers is narrowly watched. The fact that thedemand for them is far greater 
than the supply would shov that the views of our correspondent are quite 
exceptional. Tho suggestion that. much advantage would result from more 
frequent intercouree between the higher cultured ladies of the community aud 


the teachers aud elder pupils should not be lightly passed. by. Unaconeciously, 


apparently, our Correspondent has hit upon the weak point in all public element- 
ary schoole in great towne. The happy results which flow from the personal 
interest taken by the local gentry ia the staff as well as the pupils of country 
rchools are almost entirely absent in town schools. Jowish ladies might set a 
healthy examp!e in this reepect. | 


Mies Cobbe in the Conlemporary Review of this month has an article on 
Pregreesive Judaitm dealing with Mr. Claude Mont: fiore’s previous article 


inthe tame jcurnal. Frem her standpoint of Chrietian Theism the naturally — 


rejoices to see an attempt made to strip Judaism of the naticnal elements 
which guard it from being merely a rationalistic theory liable to revision with 
every change of thought.

The grand old synagogue of the Spanish and Portuguese community in 
Amsterdam, which was erected in the year 1675, is one of the show places of 
the city, not only on account of its simple yet majestic interior, but also owing 
to the costly and antique treasures which are used on festive and special 
occasions and are preserved within the preciacts of the building. The syna- 
gogue has on several occasions been visited by Royalty, the latest among such 
visitors having been the Archduke Rainer (brother of the Emperor of Austria) 
and his Archduchess, who inspected the edifice and its contents on Friday, the 
20ch ult. Their Imperial Highnesses, who were accompanied by the Burgomaster 
of Amsterdam, and were received by fleer 8. Bueno de Merquita, the President, 
and other members of the Administration of the synagogue, minutely examined 
the splendid gold and silver plate and other ornaments of the synagogue, the 
fine workmanship of which excited their highest admiration, as well as the old 
archives of the community which throw such an interesting light ou the carly 
settlement of the Jows in Holland. 


The conveyance of Jewish funerals by a steam tramway.is a novelty which 
is likely to be introduced shortly in Amsterdam, with the view of considerably 
lessening the time now occupicd in connection with the interments of deceared 
members of the “ Netherlands Jewish ’ communit y—as it is termed in contra- 
distinction to the sister Portuguese congregation—in the Datch capital. The 
principal cemetery of that community, which, although it has been io use for 
about two centuries, appears likely enough to last ano'her two hundred years, 
8) vast is its dimensions, is situated close tothe sea at Mniderberg, at a distance 
of about two hours’ ride from Amsterdam, a smaller burial ground nearer 
the city being exclusively used for charity funerals and for those of children, in 
order to diminish the expenses. Whilst a large amount of time is thus wasted in 
the transit to and from Muiderberg, the mournful feelings ineeparable from euch 
sad occasions are thereby unduly prolonged. Last year, however, a steam tra:nway 
was opened running from Amaterdam to the immediate n-ighbourhool of the 
cemetery, and negotiations, which have every prospect of success, are being 
carried on between tle Jewish communal authoritics and the Tramway Com- 
pany, at the instance vf the latter, for the conveyance of funerals on the 
metals of that Company. The remains and the mourners would be carried by 
special trains ; and in order to facilitate the burial arrangements and to prevent 
auy breach of decorum, the Company have expressed their willingness to lay 
down a branch line from their terminus in Maiderberg into the cemetery itself | 
and extending as fac as the mortuary. The Council of the “ Netherlands | 
Jewish” community have, within the last weck, given their sanction to th's 


The Municipal Council of Paris, which bas rondered itself conspicuous 
within the last year or two by abvlishing its annual subsidies for religious 
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parposes to Jewish and Christian institutions in the capital, has jast taken a 
step of a different character, that not only does infinite credit to itself, but 
reflects honour on the Jewish community, by electing M. Nerciaee Leven as its 
Vice-President for the ensuing year. The distinction is the more honourable 
since, if we mistake not, M. Leven, who represents the Faubourg Montmartre 
(9h Arrondiseement), is the only Jewish member of the Council, and in point 
of number of years of service, is one of the youngest among the Conscript 
Fathcre of fair Lutetia. M. Leven, who is characterised by great independence, 
high capacity and sincere convictions, is not new to public life, baving acted 
as Chef de Cabinet of the Minister of Justice at Lyons in 1870, whilst withio 
the ranks of the Jewish community, he is honourably known as a member of 
the Consistory of Paris, and as worthily filling tho important post of Chief 
Scerctary of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, 


The only other Jew occupying a high position in the Municipal Govern- 
ment of a Continental capital—a position of even greater importance than that 
to which M. Leven has just been raised—is Dr. Straseman, who has for some 
time filled with the greatest credit the presidential chair of the Town Council of 
Berlin.. So fully has Dr. Strassman won the esteem of bis fellow members 
that he has again and again been re-clected as their chief, notwithstandirg the 
tactics of a amall minority belonging to the anti-Semitic faction. Somewhat 
similar tac'ica appear to have been e.oployed last week by the axti-Jewish Con- 


servatives to prevent the return of Dr. Strassman, who was one of the Progra, 


sist candidates for the representation of the Second District ef Berlin in the 
Prussian Parliament. ‘We are glad to learn that this attempt on the part of 
the Coneervatives did not mert with the least ruccese, Dr. Strassman having 
been elected by a triarmophant majority, whilst Sticker waa badly beaten in. the 


very district which he had designated as the central point of. his anti-Semiiic' 


sgitation. lis party, in fact, have met with an overwhelming defeat. It was 
not to be expected that the anti-Jewish party would allow the elections, more 
eepecially in Berlin, to pass off withont ary demonstrations, hut thanks to the 
energy displayed by the authorities theee demonstrations, which were chiefly 
ecnfined to the employment of strong language against the Jewe, were promptly 
repreered,

The article entitled “ False Coins in Sacred Dermeneutics’ in this month's 
Blackwood deals a sturdy blow at those—and their name is Legion—who rad 
alien meanings into simple texts of the Bible and see in every mystic phrase a 
proof for their own pet theories, The “ typical’ foreshadowings in the Old 
Testament of Christian doctrines which are favoured by so many divines of 
diverse views are utterly discountenanced by the writer. It is scarcely likely that 
Lis common sense views «ill meet with acceptance in Orthodox Christian circles. 
There is too much fascination in the game of ‘‘ hide and seek” which theolo- 
gians play with the Scriptures. Not a weck pasees but its events are gravely 
pointed out asa fulfilmect.in some absurd way of prophecy. The affaires in 
Egypt, for instance, are a perfect Tom Tidder’s ground to these finders of 
treasures they have themselves hidden. : 


We must candidly admit that modern Jewish preachers are not free from 
this absurdly confident bolstering up of weak theories. We commend to them 
the following extract from the article : 


‘ In the same ep'rit they subject to a degrading violence the sublime P-alm of 


Creation with which the Bible opens, and the various descriptions of nature which 
occur in the poetical books that they may reconcile them, as they call it,. with 
modern physical discoveries, and make them speak the language of science instead 
of their-own noble but simp'e pvetry. Book after book is published to earry out 
this purpose, and very wonderful are the exegetical feats which are accomplished, 
Reading these works, we find wrenched out of the sacred teat, by hook or by crook, 
the lumin« us ether and the nebular theory ; the globular form. daily rotation and 
anuual cirenit of the earth ; gravitation, el ctricity, galvani-m, chemical affinities, 
the stratification of the earth's surface, aud the remains preserved in it of the fauaa 
and flora of the primeval world—all extorted out of the simple poetical phrases 
which describe the aspects of natare as it presented itself to the eyes of the inepired 
p:opbet or poet.” 

The fault, and it is a very grave one, of a preicher thus “ usiog Seripture for 
bis own purposes,” is rendered still further ridiculous in the eyes of an intelligeut 
and critical congregation, wher he extends in a similar manner his flights of fancy 
into the Talmud, It is excelleut literary trifling to prove that the Rabbis 
even anticipated the views of Darwin on evolutioa, but it is a learned paradox 
and noth pg more.

My Dear Mr. PHANtT,—As several months have elapse! since the arrivatof 
the Russian Jews on your farm in thiastate, it will doubtless interest you to learn 
what progrees has been made in carrying out your benevolent design in sending 
them to this country, which, if I understand zou, is that those who remain and 
prove themselves faithful labourers shall have a home and land furnished them, for 
which they shall pay out of the proceeds of thelr crops, you agreeing to eatend the 
time of payment for ten or fifteen years if necessary. Our first plan was to pay weekly 
wages and allow them to buy provisions according to their own liking, but thi« plan 
not proving satisfactory, we adopted a more equitable one of furnishing each family 
provisions for the present year, and also nece seary clothing nea an offset to their labour 
on the farm ; intending another yeor to arsign each family as mach Jand as they 
can cultivate. It would have been altogether wrong, with their great inexperience 
of our system of faiming, products, ke, —to have allowed them to work by themselves, 
both because they arrived too late to make a crop, and also because of their perfect 
ignonnce of the use of our farm implementa. oe 

We are able to allow them a enfliciency of flour, Iedian meal, and, up to. this 
time, milk and butter, also\vorn, potatoes, and some other vegetables. We sen! for 
“ kosher’ meat weekly to Baffalo, fifty miie:, the nearest city, where thera is a 
duly recognised butcher of their order. , 

We allow them every Saturday for the observance of their Sabbath and also 
their regular holidays. They have just gone through with their New Year Festival, 
having had a copy of the Law, which they very reverently showed me, Each week — 
they fasted the entire day commemorating the golden calf made by their people 
after leaving Egypt. They will also keep two days of the present week. Wesha!! 
in no way restrict them in the observance of any of their institutions, but allow 
them all the time their religion requires for the observance of their ceremonie?, 

_ The people, though inexperienced and compared with the Swedes inefficient, — 
are faithful with their work, and can truly be eaid not to loiter, but stick faithfully 
to whatever is given them to do. 

It will I know gratify you to hear me repeat a little incident that occurred a 
day or twosince. While I was in the vineya:d preparing some of our choice varie- 
ties for market, the mother of one of the families passed along who was offered some 
to eat, but she could only signify in 4 most imperfect way her unwillingness to 
receive them, and having again and again refared to take them and knowing that 
the reai reason for her refaeal was not appreheniled, rhe on reaching her home 
requisted ber son to come and beg my pardon. for what she feared might have 
given offence, saying that she was willing to take bread from us for that was necee- 
sary, but grapes were a luxury which she could do without.. You may be sure that 


. this little incident increased my estimate of the moral worth of her family of which 


I already had several gratifying proofs in our previous transactions. 

All the families now with us work on the farm except one, who with his two 
sons-in-law, as assistants, are engaged in a building near the railroad in makiog 
soap which has alroady acquired quite a reputation both for the toilet and laundry. 
Only yesterday one of oar mercantile firms disposed of six boxes, and a distinguished 
ralesman says he can sell all he can make. 

We are just entering our cool weather, a hard winter is before the people, which 
will be a severe test to their powers of endurance, If they can para through it con- 
tentedly their children will enjoy the privilege of school, while the older onca wiil 
take part in our usual farm work for this season, :

THE LATE BARON DE WORMS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.”* 

Sin,—I read with very great interest the short but compact outline of the 
character and carcer of the late Baron de Worms whiich appeared in your columns of 
last week. Will you kindly permit me to add my simple testimony to the re*pec;, 
in which he was held in Egham, where a few months every year he resided on his 
estate. Thelate Baron was always very courteous and generous to me, The last 
time I saw him was in his own study. I found him realing with great attea'ion th» 
prophecies of Iraiab. We talkelover the wondrous past of I-racl, anil sketched 
out for him the great future of your nation. Without any dogmatism as to wha’ 
Isaiah really meant, 1 described, in few words, the heart-inspiring and ennobling 
visions of the grand o!d seer, and maintained that they meant e territoria’, political, 
commercial, pastoral, and epiritual future fora section of the Jews in tho land of 
their ancestors, He secmel ha'famusxd ant half a'armelt at my eathusiaem, bat | 
aseured him that 1 had neverstudicd prophecy in an asylum, and thissewmed tosatisfy 
him. I donot, for one moment, intend to magnify the late Baron into a Gabriel or 
an Ariel, nor wil! I employ words of eulogy mach les of flattery, but, in honour, I 
say I always felt for him a great respect. On politics we never convecsel. Oasof 
the oldest residents in this neighbourhood, whos estate joined that of th» late 
Baron, said Of him the other day, “ The dear old Baron was one of the very best of 
Christians.” The idea of the speaker was that the “ Christian ie the highest style 
of man,” and his heart uttersnce proved that the late Baron, in his ertimation, was 
a man of very great excellence, Iam much afraid thatin St. Petersburg, in Berlin, 
and in other places, there are very many #9-called Christians whp are ‘the very 
lowest style of man,” but their antagonism will soon recoil upom their own heads 
God will make even the wrath of men to praise Him, Some of the perplexing pro- 
blems of our modern life’ which almost paralyre us in our attempts to solve them 
the deceased Baron, probably now well understands. In this he has a great advan. 
tage over us, Death thougha great mystery is, to most if not all, a great mercy 
Charles Kingsley admirably say, “ Death, beautiful, wise, kind Death, when will 
you come and tell me what I want toknow!" 1 could not interest the Baron in 
our Palestine explorations, but I did not press that matter unduly upon his attention, 
I hope next year to awaken among the Jewe intense interest in the laod of their 
anceetorer, The eventa which are now transpiring in Egypt, are, in my judgment, 
the first steps towards the permanent settlement of the intricate Kastern Question 
in which the future of Palestine is specially involved, This, however, I must leave

THE SYNOD. 
THE EDITOR OF THE “ CHRONICLE.” 


. Srr,—The letters of “ Lambda "and “win your last issue contain much food 
for deep thought on the subject of a Synod, the convocation of which you have 
for some time earneatly advocated. I venture to disagree with your views, but for 
other reasons than these advanced by your talented correspondents, : 

1, he Synod pou propose is to be an ecclesiastical one, with acertain number 
of lay members. As“ Lambda” has pointed out, Jews have no Ecclesiastical Order, 
but I gather that the Bynod is to be (Lcumenival, representative of the Jewsthrough- 
out our dispersion, Desirable as it is that the Jews of the world should be united 
in National Creed and in National: Hope it is obviously impossible that their 
manners and custome should not be influenced and moulded by contact with the 
various.people among whom they dwell, and a little consideration will show that 
legislation suitable for one country would-be qnite unfitted for another. The Jews 
of London, fot instanee, could not for a moment regulate their lives by the rules 
laid'down: by a Polish Rabbi for Polish Jews, Each country, nay, every consider- 
able town must have, of necessity, its local traditions, its local education aud its 
local requirements. In this I assum, of course, that the whole question is one of 
Rabbinical observance founded on Rabbinical jn/crpretation of Biblical law, and 
that the fundamental ordinances of the Bible are to be exenipt from revision, Now, 
kince the completiog of the Talmud, and our extended dispersion, I know of no 
Jeowirh (Heumenical Synod, Before that period be it remembered the Jews were 
not only comparatively concentrated, but large proportions of the now known world 
were positively undiscovered; and it is clear from innumerable places in the 
Talmud that the Rabbi of each town was a law unto himself, and carried out 
into practice his own views and his own interpretation of the precepts. The 
circumstance that he was ordained by the “imposition of hands” does 
not in the least affect the argument, When one rabbi of the Talmud permitted in 
his town fowl to be eaten with cheese, and another said that to use Tephillin once 
a year was tufficient, they exercised for themselves a power of interpretation and 
of legislation founded thereon without any reference to a synod, I have said “ per- 
mitted in his town” because it was a settled principle that individual rabbinical 
authority did not extend beyond the district to which the rabbi was appuinted, and 
a traveller or temporary sojourner had to conform to the regulations of the place in 
which he happened to be. I quote this to show that the uniformity of practice 
which yourself and your correspondents think so desirable never did exist, and that 
no post-Talmudic Synod ever attempted to enforce such uniformity. But even in 
matters of far greeter weight than mere observance the gréatest liberty prevailed. 
Notorious!y, no synod ever settled the essentials of Jewish Belief, Up till the time 


of Maimonides—only 800 years ago—no attempt. had been made to define the points 


belief in which constituted the Jewish Creed. The Bible was the law of Faith, and 
each man extracted therefrom such Hope and such Conviction as he could, The 


Talmud merely records what various Biblical personages believed, but gives no 


authoritative canon of dogma, Que rabbi of the Talmud ventures the opinion that 
whosoever disavows idolatry is, so far as belief is concerned, a Jew, And although 
Maimonides wrote several chapters on what he conceived to be the essentials of the 
Jewish Faith, his dicta did not pass unchallenged—not by a synod, but by individu- 
als; and the special formula in which those points of belief are incorporated, viz., 


“1 believe with a perfect Faith,” &c.—evidently copied from the Christian creed—~ig 


not yet one hundred years old, and its introduction was severely criticised and 


- Btrenuously opposed, but not by a synod. While, therefore, perfectly agreeing with 


you that many modifications are necessary, I fail to sco the possibility of convoking 
an (/cumenical Council, I do not for a moment join in the modern cry which wou'd 
denationalise us ; which trumpets forth that as a nation we have ceased to exist, 


and that we are mere fortuitous atoms, Englishmen, Russians, Germans, Xe , who 


happen to hold the Jewish Faith. Woe to the people which ignores or wilfully 
forgets its past, and which slips away from its historical foothold. We are Jews 


_ who happen to reside in England, Russia, Germany, Xc , bound by solemn allegiance 


to the country whiok gave us birth ; but by that very circumstance unfitted to adopt 
any modifications, except such as are necessitated by our immediate and respective 
environments. Ne synod could prevent intermarriage or check the spread of Ration- 
alism ; noSynod ceald so change the feeling of independence inherent in the Jewish 


character as even t© command obedience to its most unanimous resolves,

God forbid. Iam well aware that you have alrealy triumpa ntly thought that if 
reasons were wanting for the immediate summoning of a Synod, this letter 
abundantly supplies them. Perhaps it does, but it is not by a synodal assembly that 
to quote your own worde, we should be “ proceeding in the spirit of historical or 
traditional Judaism.” Oar ancestors,wise in their day, deerced that the Written 
Law should not be taught orally,and that the Oral Law should not be committed to 
writing, affording in the one case a guarantee thatthe text shou'd not suffer corry 
tion froma weak or treacherous memory, and in the other that those explanationsof the 
Law which were to influence the varying exigencies of daily life should not become orye- 


tallized or fossilised, but should be bouad up with the active vitality of each generation 


as it arose, and in every phase of changing circumstances, It was the infraction — 


_ perhaps necersary—of this law which gave us the Shulchan Aruch with its thirteen 


thousand six hundred and twelve sub-sections, each containing one or more ordi. 
nances, A Synod could only perpetuate the evil by changing one codex for another, 
The enactments of a Synod would be hallowed by time, and whatever Time conge. 
crates in time becomes Religion—“ Jewish Custom is Jéwish Law.” But you do not 
suppose that the Jewish customs of to-day are those of our ancestors, The people 
themselves have, without the interference of any Synod, been their own legislators 
when customs have fallen into desuetude it is solemnly recorded that “ they are no 
longer applicable,” and when new customs, many of them borrowed from non-Jews, 
have taken hold of the popular fancy, it is with equal solemnity decreed that 
“ Jewish customs must not be departed from.’’ Every reader of the Shulchag

“ but nowadays this is not the custom, and the custom must not be departed from,” 
The Din, however, which must have been felt to be intolerably irksome, was not 
abolished by a rynod, but became so neglected as to cease to have any force, and in 
time became obsolete, In like manner the Torah ordains that “ Ye shall kindle no 
fire throughout your habitations on the Sabbath day; and it is a recognised canon 
that what a Jew is distinctly forbidden by: the Torah to do on Sabbath he may not 
instruct a non-Jew, even before Sabbath commences, to do for him on that 
day ; and further that if a non-Jew does it without orders, a Jew may not 
avail himself of such action. Bat it was found impossible to live comfortably 
under such conditions, and the practice grew up of having fires lighted on Sabbath. 
After the practice had become common, it was discovered that "Dh P¥N O'NN 1D 
“ Gold weather reduces us a!l to the condition of invalids,’ and this sage dictum was 


‘recorded. ; but the practice of having a fire on Sabbath was not instituted by a Synod, 


There would be no great difficulty in multiplying these examples. The instances given 
are sufficient to show that the power of alteration exists and always cid exist, and 
that it has been evoked not by the popular will expressing itself in or by means of 
a Synod, but by individual actior’ And though the changes are slow, thcy are sure, 
Even asin the cruct of the earth itself there is constant upheaval of mountains, 


depression of valleys, and general subaerial denudation going on quietly but perpe- 


tually, 80 new customs are adopted and old ones dropped noiselessly and without any 
violent dislocation of deep-rooted prejudices. The changes’ moreover are neces- 
sarily from below upwards. ‘Two factors alone are required, Time and Edacation, 
Teach your children the Bible, to recognise not only its — inspiration, 
but the human ‘element which largely pervades its composition; 
teach them to distinguish true réligion, “to do justice, to love meroy, 
and to walk humbly before God " from mere formal and routine pietism, to 
differentiate the true coin from the counterfeit—and leave the rest to conscience 
and common tense, All observance is but a means to an end—the knowledge of God 
and the humble imitation of His ways, There are those who meekly strive to 
attain this knowledge and who can dispense with ceremonial ; there are othera 
who cannot grasp an abstract idea, and who require some outward and visible 
sign to impress their minds and attune it to devotion. Neither of these classes can 
be benefited by a Synod, which, among other things, could not enforce even 
toleration of one class towards the other. Let the man who finds ritual observance 
absolutely essential to his peace of mind here and his welfare hereafter look wit! 
benevolent pity if he likes on his less observant, but perhaps more truly pious 
neighbour, Let there bo “in essentials unity ; in non-essentials liberty ; i all 
things charity.” |

Sir,—It bas appeared to me, as I think it must have done to every thinking Jew 
who cares for his religion, that the time haa come when certain reforms are 
absolutely necessary and that the great desideratum is “reform under authority.” 
You may jadge, therefore, with what pleasure I read your two able Leaders advocat- 
ing a Jewish Synod to undertake these necessary alterations, It cannot be denied 
that reform in religious matters is always dangerous. When the excresence that is 
sapping the forces of life has to be removed, there is ever the danger of the knife 
touching some vital part, -But surely the ‘langer is minimized when the knife is 
in the hands of the ekilled surgeon, who, filled with a knowledge of his great 
responsibility, delicately and carefully performs the operation, And, in like mante-, 
if there are laws which in these days are meaningless, turely it is safer to entrust 
the tatk of. repealing them to “the true guardians of our religion "—onr clergy— 
than that each Jew, however un’earned he may be in the L uw, should become “ his 
own Liar,” 

Agreeing, then, with you in the desirability of the proposed Synod, I was sorry 


- to see two letters in your last week's impression in opporition to the scheme, There 


can be no doubt that there are weighty difficultiesto be encountered, but to me these 
do not seem to be insuperable, “ Lambda” objects toa Synod of clergymen tocanse 
he thinks that the alterations must come from laymen, and that their decisions only 
need the sanction of jadicial authority. Bat this, if I understand the meaning of 
your leading articles, is exactly what you are advocating, The aiterations have 
already come from laymen, and the Synod is now required to sanction those altera- 
tions by its authority, And surely the recognition of the need of those changes has 
Leen gradual enough, Can anyone be fairly chargei with advocating “ precipitate 
change" and of wishing to initiate “the action of a volcano or of an earth- 
quake” if, when he sees that the desire for certaio reforms is at last almost general, 
he thinks that the time has arrived when this dcsire should be brought under the 
notice of our religious leaders, 

In the other letter, signed “w,".there ia a sentence which I should have 
thought had been written satirically if similar arguments were not so often brought 
forward in all seriousness. It says: “ Although there are still passages in our ritual, 
especially those used on the most sacred of days, which are quite out of keeping 
with Biblical teaching, and are even revolting to those who think eetiously of the 
after-life, yet it would even be advisable to keep them in the service rather than to 
deny to the true and thoroughly pational Jew the pleaeure of finding his synagogue 
service identical wherever hé gocs in the habitcd world.” Surely “wy,” does not 
need to be told that great as our dcsire should be to give pleasure to our coreligion- 
ists t.avelling in a foreign land, it cannot and should not be so great as to make us 
retain the passages in our ritual that are “ quite out of keeping with Biblical teach- 
ing” and are “revolting to thore who think seriously of the after-life.” Is it not 


time we learned that our religion is orly good if it makes us religious, and that’ 


everything that lowers its moral teaching must be removed without delay. More 
important even than our religion is the religious life of its followers, And because 
that is now endangered I earnest!y hoje that the step you recommend will be carried 
out, and that every form and ceremony, nay, every passage in our ritual that can 
revolt those who think seriously may ere long be removed, a0 that Judaism in ita 
purity may be left to win the love and veneration of its fol'ower:, 
Yours obediently, | F.

Sir,—I venture to disagree in ‘ofe with your two contributors “ Lambda ™ and 
“win their attitude towards the proposed Jewish synod. Not that I am of 
opinion that there is much possibility of such a synod ever assembling in our days, 
bot that itis needed, and that urgently, who can doubt? No one can look on the 


present state of Jewish piety in Western Europe and be satisfied with the results — 


of his inspection. Gross superstition here, cynical indifference there, meet his 
eye as he looks from the poorer to the richer classes of Jows, The etate of Judaism 
cannot be said to be sosatisfactory that no change is required, and what better warranty 
that only the mort necessary changes would be made could be given than the consti- 
tution of euch a synod as you propose? “ Lambda” pays our elergy a poor compli- 
ment in doub:ing their competency for such a task. They are the men who know 
best the feeiihgs of the congregations whom they lead and what are the expedients 
most likely to bring them once more within the fold of the Law, They too have 
the learning that is absolutely necessary for a company of revisers, “ Lambda” 
declines to discuss the merits of the particular reforms referred to in your leader 
coubtless for obvious reasons. He considers them too trivial for a synod and yet 
compares them to an earthquake, If I understand your meaning aright they are 
but specimens of reforming measures whic illustrate the principles on which 
such changes should bs made, “w" likewise evades the difficult task of objecting 
to the reforms in particular and only objects to Reform in general. The word 
‘Reform " seems to be like a red rag to these gentlemen, The alternative proposed 
by “w” is that every man should do as he likes in his own eyes, This is in truth 
an ostrich policy : he desires to have uniform religion throughout the world ; he

SCHOOL TEACHERS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—TI have lately visited several of the Board Schools both in town and in the 
country with a view to discover in what they differed from our own communal 
institutions. I regret to notice that our female teachers compare very anfavourably 
in point of refinement of manner and speech with thov officiating in the English 
Board Schools, Now, the claes undeniably takes ita tone from the teacher. Where 
she is lady-like, neatly dressed and even-tempered, the class will havea very different 
aspect than where she is unvecessarily noisy, gaudily clad and unamiable, It would 
indeed be superfluous to expatiate on the advantages of possessing good manners and 
a good addrers. They are surely as casential to success in life as the acquirement of 
mere book knowledge, 

At one Board School in a tiny village in the Fen district, I was partioularly 
ttruck by the excellent manners and refined accent of the teachera, The majority 
of the scholars, too, were remarkable for their quiet and orderly demeanour. In this 
instance no emall meed of praise is due to their instractors, for the children in 
these remote rural parts, when first they come to echool, have about as much 
notion of the habits and customs of civilised society as eo many young Otaheitans, 
The teachers, I have no doubt, were of quite humble origin ; but the ladies of tho 
neighbourhood took great interest in the welfare of the schools, and, coming into 
daily contact with the officials, many friendly relations were fornied between them. 
The refining influence of good breeding had taken full effect. Would it not be well 
for the teachers and elder pupils in our schools if some systematic intercourse could 
be established between them and some of the higher cultured ladies that adorn our 
community? If these would but throw aside at intervals their prejudices and their 
exclu+iveners and eet in notion and take personal part in meetings among their 
humbler sisters for the furtherance of culture and intellectual improvemont !

Yours obediently, SoLomon Marks, 
Couit “ Hope of laracl,” No, 6951, 
THE LATE M. CHARLES NETTER. 


Immediately on the death of M. Charles Netter bocoming kaowain Joraaa- 
lem the Chacham Bashi telegraphed to Jaffa to Dr. Schwartz, Paysivian of the 
Rothechi'd Hospital, who had attended the deceasei in his last momonts that 
the Jewish community in the holy city were desirous of showing M. Netter a 
last mark of respect by giving him a public faneral in Jeraealem. M. Nettor 
had, however, left instructions that he should be interred oa the estate of the 
Agricultural School, where he had purchased a plot of groaad from the Alliance 
for asepulchre, The funeral was at'oaded by the entire Jewish community in 
Jaffa, and by many Jews from Jerusalem, as well as by a large namber of 
Mahomedane. 

A memorial service was held on the 7th ult.,in tho Great Synagogae at 
Jerusalem, when an oration in hosour of M Notter, as also of the late Dr. 
Allatini, was delivered by M, Joseph Effendi Kr scr, Secretary to the Governor

THE JOURNALS ON’ JUDAISM. 


Turs month is unuenally prolific in articles on Jews and Jadaism. No 
less than four of the principal magazines, the Nine'ecith Century, the 
Contemporary Review, Marmillan’s and DPlackwood's, contain articles 
of importance and of interest to Jews, each of which would be su ficient 
to attract attention both within and outside the community. We 
have almost an embarras de richesses in treating of such widely varying 
aspects of. Judaism as are touched upon in these contributions. It-is a 
very marked sign of the times that editors, who can gauge so well the 
interests of the reading public, are so ready to admit essays dealing wish 
Jewish topics. It seems almost to prefigure the time when a magazine 
deyoted entirely to Judaic ideas might find a wide public. 

Mr. Ovipsant’s article in Blachwood we have treated of elsewhere 
and here it only remains to deal with its general aspects. He brings out 
into further prominence the contrast of Eastern and Western Judaism which 
formed the basis of his preceding article. He reminds us once more that, 
with the vast majority of our brethren, their faith is a living reality prompt- 
ing to exalted aspirations and noble ideals that are not. of yesterday but 
have been borne by our race throughout the centuries, If it is right to learn 
from our enemies, it is still more our duty to listen to the teachings of our 
friends, and there is much that is instructive in the picture drawn by Mr, 
O:iruant of the Messianic hopes of Jews in the East.

To our mind the chief value of such tradi- 
tions and feelings is the amount of unforeseen products to which they 
give birth in the mind of a nation. When all is cut and dried, to use a 
homely expression, no new life can burst forth. Progressive Judaism is 
not to be seen in a mere figment of transitory reason, but in the rich life and 
untold stirrings of development in a historical and traditional faith like - 
Orthodox Judaism which Mis Cosar quietly puts aside as of no avail in the 
present or. in the future. The failure of the faith of Emenson and 
Caynine might have taught her that religioa is something more than a 
tew abstract tenets but must strike home to the hearts of men formed by 
their past history and eonscio as of common claims with those who share 
that history.

we doubt whether the key of Heinas’s Wellschmerz is to be found in 
his nominal acceptance of Christianity the view is plausible enough to . 
deserve the exposition it receives at the hands of Mrs, Maayos. The 
article wiil enhance the well-deserved reputation its authoress has gained 
as a sympathetic and vivid exponent of Jewish ideas and feeling, and leads 
us to express once more the hope that her sketch of Jewish history will 
shortly be continued so as to include te other great names of modern 
Judaism, 


And lastly, though by no means least, we have to deal with what will 
be, let us hope, the final rejoinder of Professor Goupiwix Suita in the pages 
of the Nineteenth Uentury. When Dr. Heamann Apuer took up the cud- 
gels in answer to Mr. G. Sarru's former lucabration, we ventared to doubt 
a policy which gave the Oxford Professor a further chance of airing his 
unpalatable views, The event has justified our position, With dogged 
persistence the Professor goes through his old round of arguments about a 
tribal God, the iniquity of non-intermarriage, the economic character of 
Jewish persecution, and so on. Ile probably hopes to gain credence 
for his views not by their inherent force but by the inflaence of repe- 
tition. He has evidently adopted the advice of Beaumancnats “ Calomniez, 
calomniez, il en restera tonjours quelque chose,” 

Not only do we find the old arguments, we meet once more the old 
method of arguments. He gathers together all the scindal about 
Jews and attributes it to Judaism, Ie generalises a passage of Renan 
(no “Judwophile” by the way) about Heine into a characteristic of 
all modern Jews. He picks ont the only mistake proved to have 


been made in the Times narrative of the Russian persecution, and 


quotes it as a fair specimen of the whole. Any passage from a 
newspaper which speaks against the Jews is sufficient to gain its insertion 
in his lucubration.. Luckily by this means he has made his article very 
dull reading and totally weakened any force it might have had. He calls 
Jews “ tribal and parasitic” not by way of disparagement buat for purposes 
of classification. The whole gist of his article after all the outburst of 
sympathy for Jewish suffering may be summed up in the words “ serve 
them right.” He totally leaves out of sight any good qualities in Jews or— 
Judaism, and charges them with evils which, on his own showing, are 
simply those of modern life and commerce. Even the favourable qaalities 
of health{ulness he doubts, though a mass of statistics coald here be brought 
against him. What nation or body of people might not be attacked in the 
game way and a heavy indictment brought against them for their several 
sins? Jews have their failings, no one can deny, but most of these defects 
can be directly traced to the oppression persecution they haveun gone 
for the sake of their religion, 

We would earnestly deprecate any attempt being made. to demure to this 
deferred rejoinder in the pages of any magazine. Alrealy those articles of 
Professor G. Surru have resulted from the well meaning bat, we cannot he!p 
thinking, ill-advised ardour of Dr. H, Aptsr in defence of our faith, 
Hitherto it has always been the policy of the community to live unseen anl | 
to work out internal progress without attracting external comment, Tue 
experience of Germany has shown that nothing is more effective in keeping 
alive the Judeahelze than the ultra-sensitiveness of Jews to the attacks of 
their obscure slanderers. It should be our aim to avoid this dangerous 
policy. Professor Saitn’s article may be fairly left to answer its ifin this 
land of justice and fair play. It is doubtless hard to keep silence ander sach 

vile aspersions against our brethren abroad, yet since Professor Suita seems 
desirous of having the last word let us grant him the feminine privilege and 
allow the unsavoury episode of cultured illiberatity to die away, | 

For ourselves we would ask the Professor what gool he anticipates 
The only 
ostensible motive he puts forth is the fear that England may go to war 
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with Russia to please the Jews. The force of Jadwophobic monomania 
could no further go, The English antipathy to Russia dates from the Crimean 
War which the Professor cannot surely charge to any Jewish influence. He 
does not deserve well of his party by endeavouring to associate Radicalism 
with anti-Semitism, He will certainly do nothing to correct the faults he 
charges against the Jows by the mode of action he has adopted, “ Tribalism ” 
will not be modified by acrimonious attacks on it, Nor can he hope to 
enhance his reputation either as a historic stalent or a magazine writer by 
articles that display utter ignorance of history an] no particular morits of 
style. For whose benefit are these outbursts of spite an] ill-will ?

Several Jews’ houses were plundered, 
and the wife of a merchant was shot. | 


THE JEWISH QUESTION IN AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The Governor of Moravia dceepatched on the 18th of October a circular to 
the provincial anthoritics urgiog them to nip in the bud any attempts at an 
anti-Jewieh agitation. In a second circular, the Governor directa the attention 
of the authorities to the movement of the Socialists, who kindled the anti- 
Femitic agitation in Hongary with the olject of thereby being the better abla 
to carry on their Socialistic propsganda among the working classes. 

Herr Trefort, the Hungarian Minister of Pablic Instrection, in. replying 
to a deputation of teachers in intermediate echools who presented bim with an 
address of congratulation op bis baving completed ten years of office, expressed the 
deep regret with which he liad learned that some low-minded individuals among 
the body of teachers had made themeelvcs conepicuous by spreading the sccial 
disease which had been +tamped with the name of anti-Semitism, His Excel- 
lency, in whom the Jews have one of the warmest of friends, told the deputa- 
tion that they and their colleagues would do far more good to the country, if 
instead of baiting the Jews they were to work with energy in promotiug 
education and culture. 3 

It is deserving of notice that at Magyar-Bel in Hungary, where some 
anti Jewish distarbances occurred a few weeks ago, Herr Konstantin Gyioko, 
® large landed proprietor, not alone summoned all the Jews of the place to his 
chateau, where he effectually protected them, but he aleo placed two of his 
servants in front of every Jewish house to act as a guard during the absence 
of the inhabitants. 


TERRIBLE FIVEFOLD MURDER IN HUNGARY, 


A borrible crime, which resulted in the instantaneous death of five persons 
(four wen and one woman) and the wounding of another, all of them Jews, was 
committed at Deutech-Palonka in Hungary a few weeks ago. Whilst the 
family of Anton Steinbach with several guests were seated at a festive dinner 
in celebration of his yranpdaughter’s betrothal, a gendarme from the police 
barracks situated opposite the house and the only one off daoty at the timé, 
entered the room and inquired for a certain individual who was pot present. 
The gendarme (who votwithetanding his Jewish name, Carl Soiomon, is a 
Christian) was invited to remain, but instead of sitting dowa he posted himself 
in a corner of the room, from which position he fired in succession on Herr 
Steinbach, Herr Conn, the landlord, and three other visitors. ‘The shots took 
effect with immediately fatal results, the perpotration of the crime being the 
work of but a few moments. The remaining guests too much paralysed 
with horror to attempt the seizore of the assassin, who then ran after the terror- 
stricken bride. His intention of murdering ber wae frustrated by the person 
in whose house she took refuge, and who received the shot which was 
destined for the young woman. This man was seriously, if not mortally 
wounded, The as-aesin then returned to the barracks, where he shot himsel 
dead. There is much speculation m garding the motive which prompted the 
fearful tragedy ; it is known, however, that shortly before the betrothal, the 
intended bridegroom received a letter warning him that if he did not absent 
himeelf from the ceremony an accident would evsue. | 

RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 
= 

The Central Committee at Berlia for the Relief of the Russian Jews has 
iseucd a report for Augast and September. The report which is very brief 
as compared with ite predecessors, states that the activity of the Committee 
during those two months was almost entirely limited to the repatriation of the 
Roseian refugees who had been sent back to Germany from England and 
America, Reference fs also made to Herr Ludwig Liwe's mission to London, 
and to the appeal sent to the Rassian Jews stillin America urging them to 


 yemain in that country. 


A Socialist meeting war recently held in Paris to consider “ the establish- 
ment of thoveands (sic) of Russian lees in that city from the point of view of 
competition.” The large assembly bad reckoned on the presence of the notorious 
Lovise Michel, but as the grande ciloyenne did not put in an appearance, the 
meeting broke up in confasion. 


Panic IN A SyNaGoGue.—For some years past we have had occasion to 
chronicle the occurrence of panics at synagogues during the High festivals which 
were attended with more or less serious results, Such a panic occurred on the 
evening of the recent Fast of Atonement at the Great Synagogue at Pesth, which 
was filled with some thousands of worshippers The service had barely commenced 
when suddenly, through mismanagement of the key in the meter, the gas went out. 
Loud ebricks arose from all parts of the building and a:ush was at once made for 
the doors. Fortunate’y some large candles were burning in front of the Ark, which 


shed a dim light inthe building. This light enabled the panic-stricken worshippers 


to find their way, but before many had left the building the cause of the accident 
was ascertained, and announced by the preacher, Dr. Kohn, in lond tones which were 
heard above the din, Fortunately ro one was hurt.

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


A epecial meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was 
beld on Toesday at Silver's Roome, Gower Street, Thcre were present : My 
Scu.oss, one of the Vice-Presidents, in the Chair; th» Revs. A. L. 
Green and A. Lowy, Dr. Manrice Davie, Messrs. E J. Emanael, F. B. Halford 
A. G. Henriques, C. Q. Henriques, B Kiscb, L. E. Pyke. The meeting had been 
preepely convened for the parpose of passing votes of condolence to the 

resident and Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P,, a Vicc-President of the Association. 

Mr. Atvatp G, Hennigues, in proposing that a vote of condolence be 
passed to the President, and to his brother, Baron George de Worma, and their 
respective families, on the death of Baron de Worms, said that as an old friend 
he might be permitted to refer to the late Baron as a well known and significan: 
figure removed from the midst of the community—well known and mach 
respected in many and various directions, well known for wide and sagacions 
judgment, for much culture, and for great ability. It was no disrespect to the 
sons to say that much of the wise courses of their lives had been dae to the 
sagacions judgment of the father, and that obligation would be readily admitted 
by the eone. Baron Solomon de Worms was a man of great cultare, and no one 
who had the privilege of his acquaintance could have failed to discover the 
depth of his knowledge and the width of his views. Of his courtesy and kind 
manners it was unnecessary to speak. He was greatly and deservedly ri spectéd, 
Io alluding to him, however, as a “ sign‘ficant figure,” it was on account of one 
characterist c which was truly significant, and that was the peculiarly beautifal 
relations which had existed between him and bis sons. Ono of his earliest 
recollections wae that of eecing the late Baron with his two sons, George and 
Anthony, now unlappily no more, henging on to his arms; and one of the 
most recent of hia remembrances was that of the Barons George and Henry de 
Worms accompanying their venerable father li.ked arminarm. As a father, 
he often thonght how happy must be the man who could retain through life the 
copfilence and companionship of his children. A man who could do that must 
peeeoss a fine sympathy and dcep affection, and, without detracting ia the least 
from the merits of the sons, snch a resalt could not bat be attributed to the 
qualities of the father. Such being the case, the loses to the children muat be 
veverely and dceply felt, and therefore the Council woul) fr: ely offer that slight 
alleviation of grief which their sympathy and condolence could prodace. 

Mr. C Q. Henniques recorded tLe motion, which, hwving been eupported by 
the Chairman (who, in illustration of the proposer’s remarks as to the relations 
between the late Baron aud his sons, mentioned that when at the International 
Jewish Conference, held at Paria in 1876, Baron Henry de Worms «as urged to 
proce: d to Constantinople, he only cousented to do so on condition that he went 
with his father’s concurrence) was carried unanimously. | 

Mr. L. E. Pyxs proposed that a vote of condulence be pas:ed to Mr, Ser- 
jeant Simon, M.P., on the death of his son, Mr. Algernon Simon. The 
fervour and enthusiasm of the learned Serjeant’s philanthropy, hie services to 
the community had made bis sorrows and griefs matters of public comment. 
Mr. Pyke concluded by referring to the great mildnoess, fraukooss, and good 

nature of the late Mr. Simon. 
_ The motion was seconded by Mir. A. G. Henriques, aod carried unanimously, 

The Rev. A. L. Green, in proposing that a vote of condolence be passed 
to the Rev. Professor Marks, a member of the Council, on the death of his 
wife, contrasted the life of a Jewish minister with that of a private individaal, 
and observed that the loes of a clergywan's wife was to hiw the loss of all that 
was valuable in life. His home was bis world, and thus the absence of the one 
whom he cherished most was more séverely felt than waa the case with those 
engaged in other walks of life. Tne late M:s. Marke had been associated with 
her husband for so many years that her loss, especially at the age to which Mr, 
Marks had attained, was irreparable. , 

Mr. E. H, D’Aviapor, in seconding the motion, said.as one who had been 
acquainted with the deceased lady, he could hear testimony to the nousually 
helpmate whom the Rev. Professor Marks bad had the misfortune to 
ose, 

The motion having been carried, and some formal business having beea 

transacted, the meeting terminated. |

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JEWISH LIFE IN THE EAST. 


[A REMINISCENCE OF THE “ OVERLAND ROUTE.” 


It is the premiere of the revival of the “ Overland Route” at the Haymar- 
ket Theatre. The house is crowded and with faces well-known to everybody. 
The curtain rises upon the second act showing an exact and detailed picture of 
the passenger's deck of a Peninsular and Oriental ship steaming through the 
Red Sea, reproduced to the very life. Why does the mind of one of the epec- 
tators wander from the brilliant dialogue of the late Tom Taylor, the sprightly 
acting of the Bancrofts, the anctaous humour of Mrs. John Wood, and the 
capital fan of our coreligionist David James? Why do the theatre and the 
actors seem to disappear and ho to fancy that ho is on the vessel, on bis way 
back from India, accompanied by two kind-hearted coreligioniste returning 
from Australia, gazing-at the sea as he is approaching Adon? Heaven alone 
knows! There is no accounting for the vagaries of the human mind, and 
the stage picture is very life-like. 

To come to Aden after having been at Ceylon is much like leaving Heaven 
ard going to another place rarely mentioned within the hearing of ears polite. 
Ceylon is an earthly Paradise in its way. The gorgeous and varied vegetation, 
rich and rare in colour, the lovely lakes and rivers, the luxuriantiy covered bills, 
the rivers, and the splendid esky, the calamnesa of the life aad the primitive con- 
dition of the natives combine to make an ensemble which refreshes and restores 
a man wearied by trouble or travel. Ceylon would make a delicious residence 
for a man of very moderate means, who had given up all hop» of success in life 
—were it not for the serpents, the fevers, the climate, and some of the natives. 
There are no profcssing Jews in Ceylon, as far as can be ascertained, associated 
though it is with the early success of the Worms fawily. 

“"£v a dive?” Ev a dive?” ia the cry of nombera of «mall black boys, 
which wakes us up frou a reverie and tells us that we bave arrived in front of 
Acen. It is not we that are invited to plange into the deep dark blue rea 
beneath the high and frowning mountains of Aden ; the invitation is addressed 
to themeelves who courageously plunge into the water, even from the high deck 
of our vessel, with the noble obj-ct of extracting wealth from the passengers. 
Aden is quite the reverse, from the sea-side of it at any rate, of what its Paradi- 
siacal name would lead one to expect. It is an arid looking, high mountained 
place, which more resembles a fort than a place of eternal pleasure, However, 
it is of great service to the P. and O. Co. as a coaling station, and it is of very 
considerablé military valae. It is so perpetually hot there that it more resembles 


’ Hades than Aden. “ What are these strange white-clad figures that are so 


rapidly approaching the ship in catamaran boats racing each other who is to 
get first? Eh! Captain? ’ ‘ These are the Jews, your coreligionists. coming to 
tell the ostrich feathers. They're cute fellows, I can assure you, bat very docent 
in their way, and give less trouble to us on board than the native bawkers,”’ 
So these men with eager faces, each aoxious to precede his neighbour, were 
Jews. Here out in the Red Sea, isolate1 in every way from any other colony 
of their brethren, were brethren of our own. In hig white tarbivs with fins 
Jewish faces, ouly slightly bronzed (not deep black ‘like the Boni Lsrael at 
Bombay) with long characteristic n'D, carls,; with flowing white robes of perfect 
cleanliness, the ostrich feather-sellers are profoundly picturesque and interest- 
ing, and made the more 80 to strangers by their very unexpectedness in such 
surroundings, 

So we three Jows took a boat and landed with tho object of seeing more of 
the Jewish life at Aden. Adeo, when the repulsive bigh black mountains are 
paseed, has great beauty of its own. It resembles in this respect many human 
beings to whom one takes an involuntary dislike when one does'nt know then 
well. The town, which commences with a circular place of imitation. Earopean 
hotels, contains some beautiful drives amongst coloared wouutatos, 


The military water tanks, which are the great “ sight’’ of the place, are tiresome — 


and uninteresting. 
We went straight to the synegogure, a plain and unpretentious building, in 
thoroughly Eastern style, bat clean as a careful housewife's cottage. We were 
soon fcllowed there by-a tmall crowd of Jews, Who wereavxiousto receive largesse 
from the strangers—which they dida’t recvive, for wo had, happily, heard that 
there was no actual poverty or waut amongst the Jews of the island, who 
number about 600, and have the ostrich feather retail trade, as also some of the 
wholesale trade, entirely in their hands, We saw a gentleman of pleasant bear- 
ing, and evidently of considerable education, who was the chief of the com- 
munity, and who gave us every information concerning them. His name, at 
this distence of time, it is impossible to remember, but he is a relative of the 
esteemed family of, the Saesoons: He told us that the education of the children 
in Ucbrew was very thoroughly conducted at the Talmad Torah School, but 
they were endeavouring to get aid from Europe for a school fur general educa- 
tion, which | hope, by this time, has been done. Tue Jews of Aden seemed 
thoroughly coutented and happy, aud it was a pleasure to come across, In 80 
unexpected a spot, brethren in so comparatively prosperous a condition, The 
“Conservative Jewish Synod” not having (at least two years ego) reached 
there yet, we tried to get some koster meat for our voyage, but it being close 
on Sabbath (the ship leaving the next morning) we were told that we were. too 
late, becanse only euflicient bad been killed for the Sabbath. They do not con- 
sume much meat in cousequence of the extreme heat. So we three took a 
conveyance and returned to the ship, and, as the sun was setting, saw many 
couples of the Jewish ostrich-sellers in vehicles returning from the sea 80 as 
not to be out at business after dark on Friday evening. We are on board again. 
‘What is this dreadful sound of scrapiog and these signs of shipwreck ? It is 
the close of the second act. The spectator wakes and still finds himself wit- 
nessing “Tbe Overland Route.” 


CONSECRATION OF A NEW SYNAGOGUE AT FLORENCE, 


The magnificent new synagogao which has been erected in Florence was 
consecrated on Wednesday, the 25:b ult., in the presence of Prince Corsini, the 
Syndic of the City, the Prefect, wembers of the Chamber of Deputies, and 
cther Christian notabilities, as we!l as the prominent members of the Jewish 
community in Florence, as well as in other cities. The ccremony was of a gor- 
geous character, and made a profound impression on the Caristian visitors. In 
addition to the religious portions of the service, addresses were delivered by 
Signor Franchetti, by Signor Alatri, the venerable Deputy of Rome, aud an ex- 
wember of that Monicipal Council which announced to Victor Emmanuel the 
risult of the plebiscite, and by Signor Ghiron, the Grand Rabbi of Torin, Signor 


Alatri called attention to the struggles which the Jews bad to encounter in order — 


to preserve their religion, whilst the Grand Rabbi epoke on the persecutions to 
which Jews and Jewish worship were subjected in certain countries.

THE JEWS IN ITALY, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Oct. 177TH, 1882, 

The Rabbinical Seminary which is about to open ite doors in the Italian capital 
willsoon be an accomplished fact. Already there is here the (rand Rabbi Ehrenreich, 
one of the most distinguished pupils of the College of Padua, who has been summoned 
to take the post of Director of the Talmud Tora, a position which has been created 
ad hoe as the first step towards his appointment as Professor of the Rabbinical 
Seminary. I am glad to say that the offerings continue to come in, and that they 
already exceed 8,000 francs in Italian rentes. Baron Emile Vitta of Casale made a 
gift of 500 francs, through the Grand Rabbi Servi, Editor of the Vssillo, on being 
called to the reading of the law on the Day of Atonement. When we have 
our Rabbinical College, it will be easier definitely to organize not only our own com- 
munity which is increasing from day to day (at the present moment the number of 
our coreligionists here may be estimated at 6,000), but every com munity in the 
kingdom, 

You have doubtless read in the public press about the terrible disasters which 
devastated the provinces, of Padua, Rovigo, Venice and neighbouring towns. I refer 
to the inundations. Scarcely had the news spread than His Majesty King Humbert, 
with his Minister of Public Works, Signor Baccarini, at once proceeded to the inun- 
dated towns. It is satisfactory for us Jews to learn that at Padua his Majesty took 
up hie abode in the residence of Baron Treves, and that in his visits to the places 
which the ravages of the water had completely destroyed, he was accompanied by 
another coreligionist, the Deputy Romanin Jacur. His Majesty made minute enqni- 
ries into the condition and prospects of the Jewish community, and tendered some 
excellent advice, dictated by friendship and affection, It would be of no interest to 
your readers were I to give you a long list of the Jews who contributed towards the 
Relief Fund, Let it euffice to say that, as ever, the Jews wore foremost in this good 
cause, and thatin Padua, where some 40,000 francs were collected, at least half was 
offered by our coreligionists. 

A few days after his visit to the inuadated localities, His Majesty passed through 
Florence, and there he expressed a desire to see the new synagogue (a enperb monu- 
ment of the generosity of the late Chevalier D. Levi, who bequeathed one million 
francs for its erection) which will be inaugurated on the 2ith inet. in the presence of 
the public authorities and the nobility, The King, who was accompanied by his 
brother, Prince Amadeus, Dake d'Aosta, was received at the entrance by tho 
Chief Rabbi and Delegates of the Administration: His Majesty expressed his high 
admiration of this magnificent edifice, which, he said, greatly exceeded his expecta- 
tions, aid he Was good enough to add that the Jews of Florence had, by means of 
this synagogue, augmented the beauly of that already splendid city. In thie way 
does our beloved King give in his own person an example of unbounded equality and 
fraternity. No wonder then that bis name is blessed by all his happy subjects with- 
out distinction of religious belief, Would that his example were followed by 
others in power | 

The subscriptions in favour of the unfortunate refugees from Russia wero 
extiemely handsome, and did credit to the several communities where collections 
were made, especially in Milan, Venice and Florence, Our countrymen of another 
creed, however, gave but little, although their names figured in the lists of Com- 
mittees formed to carry out this humanitarian work. 

At Biella (Piedmont) there has been held an Industrial, and at Turin an Agri- 


| cultural Exhibition. In both places Jews not only gained prizes, but likewise 


figured on the lists of jurors, the Chevaliers Olivetti, Rava, and Levi having espe- 
cially been conspicuous in connection with these exhibitions. | 

At the Virgil Centenary, which was celebrated at Mantua, the native town of 
the great poet, the Senator Maesarani delivered a capital speech in the name of the 
town, and it was the eame distinguished politician and poet who composed the 
inscription on the statue of Arnoldo of Brescia, in compliance with the request of 
the municipality of that town, It may without exaggeration be said that Signor 
Massarani is one of the greatest of living epiyraphists. 

You have already mentioned the fact of the discovery of a stone with a Phani- 
cian inscription at Olivola near Casale, and of its having been deciphered by the 
Editor of the Jvrssillo Jeraclitico, Both this stone and another which is without 
inscription, will fotm matter for an interesting study on the part of the celebrated 
philologist, Professor Ascoli. 

We have to deplore the loss of two eminent membersof our race, viz., the Chevalier 
A. Pesaro of Ferrara, author of several monographs on the communities in Italy— 
the last of which, published in the |'css///o, speaks of the ancient community at Cre- 
mona, whence the Jews were expelled at the end of the fifteenth century—and Dr, 


Leon Trieste, at Padua. The last named gentleman has left some large bequests to 


various institutions, including 50,000 franca to the Hospital at Padua ; to the / sylam 
for aged persons, the Congregation of Charity, the Jewish Benevolent Committee 
and the synagogue of the Ashkenazim rite, 25,000 franca each ; and to the Chebras, 
“Gemiluth Chassadim"’ and “ Malbish Harumim,” 10,000 franca each, But this 
is not all. He has, in addition, presented to the Museam in his native town all his 
objects of art in gold and precious stones, the value of which is certainly not lees than 
400,000 francs. It is estimated that the entire amount of his legacies will exceed one 
million franca, 

Jewish literature has not been abandoned by us. The Hebrew printing presses 
at Leghorn, four in number, continue to work incessantly, and at Padua there haa 
been published an autobiography of the late 8. D, Luzzatto, with several highly 
curious appendices, Other works of the same savan/ are also in the press, 

The political journals in this country, which always manifest the most friendly 
feelings towards us, have recently given a fresh proof of their liberal sentiments by 
denouncing in the strongest language possible the anti-Jewish riots which have — 
recently taken place at Preesburg and other towns in foreign countries. 

Finally I have to mention that the Chevalier David Segre, of Salace, has 
lately been appointed Consul-General for Italy at Santa Fé de Bogota (Amsrica),

ROUMANIA, 
[FROM CUR CORRESPONDENT. | 

JASSY, 27TH OcT., 1882. 


The history of the Jews of Roomania bas always been that of ever-recurring 
misery, of tyranny and oppression. Scarcely is the pressure that weighs so 
heavily upon them lifted, than again it operates upon them the next moment 
with almost crushing violence. I may assert, without fear of contradiction, 
that there is no place in Roumania where the Jews have ever enjoyed compa- 
rative tranquillity. I had on more than one occasion to refer in your valuable 
paper to wholesale acts of cruelty ond persecution, the one eurpsessing the other 
in brutality and barehness, The tactics our enemies employ this time are of a 
novel kind, though in the main the aim is the eame. The anti-Semitic move- 
ment, which hae, alas! become the fashion of our time, has changed here, thanks 
to the efforta of our enemies, from an economical and social question into an 
international one. Some time ago the German Government addressed a circular 
to all ite Chambers of Commerce inviting them to ca!l the attention of all the 
merchonts of the Empire to use the greatest precantion in entering into busi- 
bees connections with Roumania. This step of the German Government is 
partly owing to the many and heavy failures that have of late taken place in 
thie country in which German inter: ste are greatly involved, and also on account 
of the failure of justice here in cares of barkruptcy. 


Ae may be tupposed, this incident prodaced much indignation amongst all ’ 


clatacs of the Roumanian population. Well, to ward off the opprobriam thus 


cast on them, the local Christian C -smmercial Club, at an extraordinary sitting 


held ad hoc last weck, neolved to print and circalate a pamphlet in reply to 
the Germen circular. That pampblet written in French, to which a list of all 
the Jewish bankrupts from the year 1871 to 1882 is added, has already appeared 
and been putin circulation We are there spoken of as the sole cause of the 
commercial and economical ruin of this country, while there is not a word eaid 
about the maladministration of justice here, to which the German circular chiefly 
alludes, 

I may te allowed to ald, as a couric gity., that in order to awell the list of 
Jewieh bankrupts, many fictitious, and even Christian, names. have been 
ranged amonget the names of the Jewish bankrupts. Indeed, one must be 
versed in the procedure of a Roumanian Court of Justice in cases of bank- 
ruptcy, in order to be able properly to appreciate the well-merited German 
reprimand of Roumanian justice. ft not very seldom happens, that owing to 
the high allotments (from 25 to 3O per cent.) by the tribunale to 8) ndicates 
appointed by creditors in bankruptey cases, and fictitious expanses got up, quite 
out of proportion to the astets, the- creditors become the debtors. Under 
situilar circumetances it is easily to be conccived that merchants here ay well 
as abroad pr fer to enter into private arrangoments with their debtors, in order, 
at least, to save tou ethipg. Hence to mich confusion and qrincement de tents. 
The rebuke Rouwania received at the bands of the German Government, is the 
direct Consequence of her own wickedness. Nevertheless the Jew is male the 
scapegoat to expiate the sins of all Roumanians. The diacre lit into which we 
have Leen brought abroad will have its desired effects on Roumania Tae firatand 
paramount condition of the prosperity of a country is a ood commercial organi- 
sation. Free trade intheinterior of the coun'ry, unrestricted imports and exports 
bave always been considered as the chicf sources of the commercial prosperity 
of a country. The whole cow mercial policy resolvesiiself in these three words, 
laisser faire, laisser marcher, laisser passer, Wherever this principle has been 
disregarded or violated the consequences have been disastrous alike to the 
country apd the nation. In imposing restrictions on the commerce in the 
interior of the country, and. cutting off the free intercourse with foreiga 


‘countries, becavee of the Jews, the chief and ecesential commercial element 


here, Roumania deals its own death blow. But the Roumanians, in their 


fapatical hatred towards us, prefer tearing out the one eye of a Jew and losing 
both of their own. 


The opening of the local excliange which took place on ths 6h of last 


mouth, furnishes another etriking instance of irreconciliable hatred towards ue, 
for from that day Jews are forbidden, by placards posted in the streets, to 


— as trekers in and out of the exchange under the severest penalty. 


nven naturalised Jews, who by virtue of the new law introduce! ia the 
Roamanian Constitution have nominally the free exercise of all prof. ssio 8, bave 
been refused the right of acting as brokers, A local police ordinance, issued - 
last week, enacts that cab drivers, besides week days, tnust also drive on Satur. 
days As many-of the local cabdrivers are Jews, this police ordinances strikes 
of course at the Jews, The cynciam of this ordinances is patent and ueeds no 
definition. The worst of all things is a new Tiez2-Exzlar affair that bas been 
artificially got up against us and which is actual y taking up the minds of the 
masse of the populace. The case is serious and deserves special mention here. 

A Jewish tailor at Bucharest named Moritz Ratinezky, bad in his employ 


® young Christian girl aged between 11 aud 12 years, sho not attending 


regularly to ber business fcr some weeks was disiiesei Oa the 4:h inst, 
to the amazement of Mra, latinezky (Mr. Ratioezky being then absent), two 
women accompanied by the girl entered their -house, demanding whether the 
girl was io their employ, and requiring an explanation why blood had been 
taken from her, showing, as they did, two wounds that had been iutlicted oa 
the body of the girl with a pair of sciesors. An hour later a policeman and a 
civilian came to the house of Mr. Ratinezky summoning both wife and husband 
(who meanwhile had arrived) to the police station. Your readers may imagine the 
feare that overtook these two poor creatures, The woman swooned. Tne two 
peeple followed the constable to the police statiov, where they are as yet 
detained awaiting further investigation. ‘The civilian, however, was one of a 
band that came with the intention of getting up a general riot against the Je«e. 
Happily, thanks to the precautions taken by the police, nothing serions hap- 

ned, In the face of 89 many dangers and evils with which our existence 
f consionalle threatened here it is the task of every Jew to think seriously of 
emigrating. 

A few weeks ago a large tract of fertile land was acqaired near Chefa by 
the Central Emigration Society at the cost of 46.000 franes. The parchass of 
another is in contemplation. Next week 63 families comprising masons, 
tinworkers, and other artisans, will be scnt cil to their new place of destination. 
The emigration movement is becoming indce | every weck more and more 
intense. From all parts of the country large sums of money are flowing in to 
the Commities founded at Galatz, and even the poorest Jew contributes his

1 
“sodden surprire of human nature into an act of startling goodness ;" it is 
epirit which should pervade our whole lives, which should underlie all our judg. 
ments. as well ae our actions towards others, It is the exercise of the affectionate 
tide of our nature, it is the quickening of love into an agent which shall operate as 
a motive powcr on a)! our various relationships. as citizens and members of a Com. 
monwealth, in which each ought to consider-the. best interests of the salen 
Wherevir we turn in the world our eye is met by the terrible inequalities of life- 
the distinctions between tich and poor, high and low ; it is the function of our 
charitable impulse to smooth over with ita loving influence the soreness and harsh. 
nees which meet i's gaze. to realize, amid the exigencies of life in which mMaoy are 
born. the brotherhood of humanity, to sympathise with the poverty of the weak. 
whether it be poverty of spiritual insight, of iatellect, of moral resource, or of 
material porressions. It is a virtue which must surround and be interwoven into the 
contexture of our natures, so that the other virtaesa may rest on and harmonise with 
it. True ch iriiy is like the high pris at's breast-plate, iu which the gems of trath, 
righteousness, mercy, and justice are deeply set, and .from which they spread their 
rays of healing light on the masses of humanity. It resembles a prism, through 
which every beam of eympathy which issues from the soul becomes increased in 
area eevern-fold. and illumines the Cark hearta which receive it with the bright 
co'ours of buman affection, It ttrives to set the sense of our brotherhood above the 
passions and discords, the selfishness. and obstinacy which are apt to separate man 
from man ; the language which it addresses to every haman being is the language 
of the text: “ Let there be no strife between thee and me, for we are brethren.” No 
one, continued the preacher, could witness the hatred which yet reigned among men, 
the wii Ling under the infliction of injary, the chafiog under wrong, the bitterness 
of spirit caus d by ill-natured ineult or blasting scorn, without feeling that one of 
the great wants of the age i4 a more diligent cultivation of the virtua of charity, 
He then pointed out some of the more prominent directions in which this want is 
expecially felt. First, charity in religion.. There is unfortuaately no eubject more 
fruitful in begwettivg discord than religion. Du: fferences of opinion on matters of 
telief have snapped the dearest. ties of relationship and severed the sincerest friend- 
ships. Is it net strange that religion—that holy gift to man, whose very end and 
aim it is to bind men’s hearts to one another, to teach good-will, humility and peace 
to all—should be so mikused and abused as to become a powerful instrument in sow- 
ing the secds of dissension, spite and matignity? What is wanted is, not that we 
shou d swerve for an instant from our devotion to the creed we hold to be right, or 
abate one jot of our zeal in our honest endeavours t» win allegiance to it, but that 
we should not allow religious ardour to descend into prejudice, or persuade ourselves 
that fidelity to our faith need crush out human charity from our hearts, Readers 
of German literature will remember the beautiful allegory of the three ringe, in - 
Leseing's great drama, “ Nathan the Wise.” What biting sarcasm is there directed 
against those who do their best to wound the susceptibilities of those who differ 
from them, in the very effort t>» prove that //rir tenets are best adapted to the needs 
of the human heart, and suffase their scou's with the pure and holy light of God. 
Secondly, there was a great want of charity in politics, Party epirit on political 
questions is responsible for more passion and unhealthy excitement than anything 
outside religious speculation. It is lamentable to observe the excesses to which 
political bias leads—the angry feelings, the personal insults, the cowarily attacks, 
the dangerous threats in which inflamed partizans iadulge, And yet is it not the 
very object of politics to increase the welfare of the community, to promote the 
common good of the popu'ation, to protect thre universal interests of the people | 
It is the duty of every man to interest himeelf in the national concerns of his 
country, and to use bis own reason in arriving at a decision as 10 which policy will 
best conduse to the prosperity of the nation; Bat it is no less his duty to be tolerant 
of the views of others, to allow his political adversaries the same free cho'cs of 
their opinions as he claims for himself, Lastly, there is a great lack of that prac: 
tical charity which consisted in relieving the wants of the poor. Taat the chari- 
table efforts of the rich aud prosperous, gigautic as they sometimes are, fall far short 
of the needs of the poor, is evidenced by tae dai-y experience of every worker, in 
the courts and alles and bye ways of our great cities, How is it that, despite the 
exertions of philanthropists, the poverty and wietchedness and equalor which fill the 
poor districts of every parish sicken and discourage the visitor? . Itisa blot on onr 
boasted civilization that scarcely a day passes by which does not record adeath from 
starvation or a suicide com nitted from blank despair. But the trath is that movt of 
us are not charitable evouch, A great reformer nas summed up the true attitude of 
men towards money in the-e words : “ get all you can, save all you can, give ail you 
can.” How few literally obey the latter portion of this advice? Ia conclasion, the 
proacher earnestly th ivocated the claims of the Society on the generosity end bene- 
volence of the congregation.
